This is a reason assigned by the ru- 
ral editor for being lor and sup|orling 
the Goebel election law. Such su 
: excuse is little, indeed, tor a school 
boy to put up. Since', when the Goe- 
bel law was passed, at least 76 per 
I cent, of the County Judges of the 
State were Democrats, then about 
three- fourths ot the people of the com- 
monwealth were served by strong par 
tisans on one side aod weak-kneed offi- 
cers on the other. Is it possible that 
j Democracy of Kentucky is not satis 
tied with what she can steal, sben 
three chances to one are in bet lavor? 
Under the old law the County Judges 
I who appointed the electiun officers 
j were chosen from among the best citi 
! zens of the cominouweallh, while to 
carryout the spirit and intention ol 
the Goebel law, the men who appoint 
the election officers can not be good, 
upright aud honest men of our best 
citizens. The authority tor this state- 
ment ia Trimble's letter to Thompson, 
the full text of which is touud iu an 
other column. 

County Judges are upright, honor- 
able men and are bound by bond snd 
heavy penalties for the proper die 
charge of their official duty. Accord- 
ing to the Trimble-Thompson letters, 
the election commiraiouers can not be 
hoDest and honorable meu. Read this 
statement, then read the letters re- 
ferred to. 

There is not the least appearance ol 
honor, honesty, or fairness about or 
connected with the whole of the Goe- 
bel law. The Goebel law provides a 
State commission, without bond or 
allegiance to any. Not even are the 
members ot that commission answer- 
able to the sovereign voters ot the 
State. That same commission aod all 
members of one aud the same party, 
is constituted a board of contest whose 
decisions are final in all cases which 
reach it. 

The county commission may all be 
of one political party and its mernben- 
are not required to give bond, neither 
are they threatened by any penalty 
whatever. This same irresponsible 
commission was made by the G.<ebel 
law a court to bear contest cases aod 
to them is given final jurisdiction. No 
appeal is granted according to the law 
as it passed the Legislature.

Could anything be more unfair? 
The Ohio election law provides that 
the county board of aupervlaora, com- 
posed equally of Republicans and 
. ) Democrats, shall appoint two Judges 

I and one clerk from each party, thus 
assuring an equal division of power 
and responsibility. As the Democratic 
supervisors are not likely to consent 
I to the appointment of disreputable 
I men as Republican officers, and Re- 
publican supervisors will not agree to 
ward heelers as Democratic officers, 
the result Is that each party acta as a 
check upon the other, and respectable 
cltlsena are chosen to conduct elec- 
tions. 

Can as much be said of the Ken- 
tucky election system? 

In Kentucky a Democratic county 
election board appoints ono Demo- 
cratic Judge, usually ao Intense par- 
tisan, who will stop at nothing, se- 
lected by the Democratic machine; 
and one Republican Judge, named by 
this same machine, and often a man 
whose business or personal Inclina- 
tions. will not permit him to act. or 
who Is physically or morally unfit for 
such a responsibility. In the appoint- 
ment of clerks and Judges there Is the 
name pretense of a political division, 
but these places ore manipulated In 
such a way that on registration days 
the Republicans are lucky to have 
even a single official representative, to 
each precinct. 

Is this picture overdrawn? 

In Ohio heavy penalties are Imposed 
for violations of the law by the county 
election supervisors. 

In Kentucky there are no penalties 
for the most flagrant offenses. 

In Ohio power and responsibility are 
equally divided between the chosen 
representatives of the two leading par- 
ties. assuring absolute non-partisan- 
ship. 

In Kentucky • centralised Demo- 
cratic Junta has absolute power, with 
no responsibility except to the ma- 
chine that called It Into existence. 

There are a score of minor features 
In which the fairness of the Ohio law 
stands out In contrast with the un- 
fairness of the Kentucky law. 

The People Aroused. 

In Ohio the voters may be mis- 
guided In their political beliefs, but 
tbelr will Is registered at the polli with 
absolute Justice. 

In Kentucky the voters may rise In 
open revott against monumental polit- 
ical crimes, but they are confronted 
by the Goebel election managers with 
the brazen Inquiry: "What are you 

going to do about It?" usually fol- 
lowed with the cold-blooded observa- 
tion: "You may have the votes, but 
we do the counting. “ 

Boss Tweed was once Impudent 
enough to ask: "What are you going 
to do about It?" but he was not able 
to stand before the wrath of an out- 
raged people when once aroused, and 
ended bis career In a felon's cell.

Fairness of the Ohio Law Stands Out 
In Marked Contrast With the Infu- 
mous Measure Raddled Upon This 
State— flatten! Features of the Two 
Documents. 

\ 

Senator Qoebel and some of hla 
apologists are said to occasionally de- 
fend the Goebel force bill by asserting 
that It Is substantially the same as the 
Ohio election law. If this were true 
It would not Justify the infamous mea- 
sure fastened upon tbe people of Ken- 
tucky, but nothing could be farther 
from the truth than this plea In miti- 
gation. In order that the people of 
Kentucky may understand how false 
Is this claim, and how wicked a thing 
Oocbellam la, tbe Leader will contrast 
tbe fundamental features of the Ohio 
and Kentucky election laws now on th* 
statute books. 

Senator Blackburn conceded the par- 
tisanship of the Ooebel bill In bis May- 
field speech when be offered to wager 
hie "chances of eternal salvation 
•gainst a copper penny" that If the Re- 
publicans came Into power they would 
never repeal It. 

This la characteristic of Mr. Black- 
burn, but the Leader begs to assure 
him that tbe Republican party In Ken- 
tucky le not as Insincere as he would 
have his followers believe, and will 
never stop until the Ooebel force bill 
la wiped from the statute books and 
a decent election law is enacted. 

And when that good day comes Ken- 
tucky can do no better than take as a 
model of fairness and Impartiality the 
new Ohl6 election system, which is the 
Joint product of the best minds of the 
Republican and Democratic parties In 
that state. 

In the State at Large. 

* The Ohio law provides that the secre- 
tary of state, who is elected by the peo- 
ple every two years, shall be state sup- 
ervisor of elections, waose duties and 
authority are clearly defined, and who 
has no voice In the settlement of elec- 
tion contests, wblcb must be decided 
by the courts. 

The Kentucky law provides that the 
general assembly shall elect a state 
board of election commissioners, con- 
sisting of three members, who serve 
four years, who may all belong to any 
party, who are today all Democrats, 
who have absolute power to decide con- 
tested elections, and from whose decis- 
ion there Is no appeal. 

In the Counties. 

In Ohio tbe secretary of state ap- 
points four election supervisors for 
each county, two of whom must be 
from the party casting the largest vote 
at the preceding slate election, and two 
from tbe party casting tbe next largest 
vote. In each county the party com- 
mittees select the county supervisors 
for their respective parties, the secre- 
tary of state being required to appoint 
the four men nominated by tbe two 
county committees. The county super- 
visors serve for two years each, and 
the secretary of state has no power to 
remove them. 

In Kentucky the state election com- 
missioners appoint three commission- 
ers for each county, who may all be- 
long to one party, and who In many 
counties are all Democrats. The state 
commissioners may appoint whoever 
they please, without consulting party 
organizations or local preferences, and 
In the counties In wblcb the Republi- 
cans were given a single commissioner 
the party leaders werf given no voice 
in hla selection. The state commis- 
sioners may remove any county com- 
missioner at any time, without charges 
oriearlng.and may appoint a successor. 
This provision gives the state board 
absolute power to change a county 
board at will. 

In the Preelnete. 

In Ohio tbe county board of election 
supervisors, consisting of two Repub- 
licans and two Democrats, selected by 
tbe county committees of the two par- 
ties, appoint four Judges a ml two 
clerks for each precinct, of wblcb two 
Judges and one clerk are from each of 
tbe two leading parlies. The four 
Judges, two Republicans and two Dem- 
ocrats. decide ell disputed points, and 
the two clerkB keep two separate regis- 
tration books on registration day and 
separate poll bookB and tally sheets on 
election day.

Privileged to be mus- 
tered out Id April, when the ratifica- 
tions of the treaty of peace were ex- 
changed. they did not claim tbe priv- 
ilege — they declined It. They volun- 
tarily remained In the service and de- 
clared their purpose to stay until their 
places could be filled by new levies, 
and longer If the government needed 
them. Their service — and they under- 
stood It — waa not to be In camp or 
garrison, free from danger, but on the 
battle line, where exposure and dsath 

confronted them, and where both have 
exacted their victims. 

They did not suck arms. They did 
not run away. They were not serving 
the Insurgents In tbe Philippines, or 
their sympathisers at home. They 
had no part or patience with the mrn. 
few In number happily, who would 
have rejoiced to have seen them lay 
down their arms In tbe presence of an 
enemy whom they had Just emanci- 
pated from Spanish rule, and who 
should have been tbeir firmest friends. 
They furnished an example of devo- 
tion and sacriflca. which will brighten 
the glorious record of American valor. 
They have secured not alone the grat- 
itude of the government and the peo- 
ple, but for themselves and their de- 
scendants aa Imperishable distinction. 
They may not fully appreciate, and 
the country may not. the heroism of 
tjietr conduct and Ita Important sup- 
port to the government. I think I do, 
and so I am here to express It. 

The mighty army of volunteers and 
regulars, numbering over 250.000. 
which last year responded to the call 
of the government with an alacrity 
without precedent or parallel, by the 
terms of their enlistment were to be 
mustered out with all of the regulars 
above 27,000 when peace was affected. 
Peace brought us the Philippines by 
treaty cession from Spain. The sen- 
ate of tbe United States ratified the 
treaty. Every step taken was In obedi- 
ence to the requirements of the con- 
stitution. It became our territory, and 
Is ours as much as the Louisiana pur- 
chase, or Texas or Alaska. A body of 
Insurgents, In no sense representing 
the sentiment of tbe people of the 
Islands, disputed our lawful authority, 
and even before the ratification of Hie 
treaty by the American senate were 
attacking the very forces who fought 
for and secured tbelr freedom. 

Thla was the situation In April, 1899, 
the date ot the exchange of ratifica- 
tions— with only 27,000 regulars sub- 
ject to the unquestioned direction of 
the executive, and they for the most 
part on duty In Cuba or Porto Rico, 
or Invalided at home after their severe 
campaign In the trcplrs. Even had 
they been available It would have re- 
quired months to transport them to 
the Philippines Practically a new 
army had to be created.

To teachers, school officers and pa- 
trons of the public schools of Livings- 
ton county: 

By virtue of the power conferred 
upon us by the common school laws 
of Kentucky, Section No. 61 (1893), 
and with a view of containing the uni- 
formity of text-books now existing In 
this county, we, H. V. McChesney, 
Martha C. Crassham and J. O. Rutter, 
constituting the county board of exam- 
iners for Livingston county, do hereby 
adopt the following books for exclu- 
sive use In the schools of said county, 
for tbe next ensuing five years, vis.:

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As tbe Democratic and 
Republican clerks keep two distinct 
aets of records of the registration and 
election, which must agree with each 
other, there Is no opportunity for 
fraudulent entries on registration day 
or tally sheet falsification on election 
day. Judges and clerks are appointed 
for a full year and can not be removed 
at the wblm of tbe county board of su- 
pervisors 

In Kentucky the county board ot 
commissioners, which may be. sad 
practically la, a solidly Democratic 
body, appoints two Judges, one clerk 
and one sheriff for each precinct. Tbe 
law requires that the two Judges shall 
be of opposite politics, and that tbs 
sheriff and clerk shall also come from 
opposing parties As the two Judges 
sad sheriff decide sll contested point*, 
the appointment of • Democrat for 
sheriff gives that party the majority 
vote tn every controversy. By ap- 
pointing a* a clerk • Republican who 
t. Is kuowu cau uol or w,** uu* serve, 
the almost universal rule In Fayette 
tuunty, a vacancy Is created which the 
Democratic Judge and sheriff fill at the 
polle with a Democrat. The result It 
that the lone Republican Judge I* out- 
voted by the Democratic Judge and 
sheriff and a Democratic clerk la us- 
ually at band whenever tbe political 
program calls for substitutions of 
names and other frauds on registra- 
tion day and the falsification of tally 
sheets on election day. The county 
board may remove any precinct elec- 
tion officer or any day or hour, and 
this power ran be uard to change tha 
result In any precinct If th« elsctlon Is 
hot being conducted to suit tbe caprice 
of the county commissioners
